Interview Summary Record 



On July 13, 2005, Applicants submitted a draft Supplemental Declaration Under 37 
C.F.R. §1.131. On July 14, 2005, Examiner Pesin spoke with Applicants' counsel and made 
some suggestions to improve upon the Declaration. The Examiner indicated that it would be 
sufficient to show support for all the elements in the independent claims. He recommended 
that the Declaration state the invention "is shown" rather than "can be shown", if accurate. 
He wanted to speak with the affidavits expert in the Office but was unable to do so before 
this response was filed. A number of changes have been made and a revised and executed 
Supplemental Declaration under 37 C.F.R. §1.131 is enclosed. 

Remarks 

An Information Disclosure Statement was filed on August 18, 2004. The Examiner is 
requested to acknowledge consideration of all the cited references. In particular, careful 
consideration should be given to the Lewak et al. patent as previously requested. Applicants 
believe their invention as claimed fully distinguishes over the prior art. 

The claims all stand rejected. All of the rejections rely in full or in part upon 
Kanevsky et al. Applicants have previously submitted Declaration Under 37 C.F.R. §1.131 
and now submit Supplemental Declaration Under 37 C.F.R. §1.131 to remove Kanevsky et 
al. as a prior art reference. Kanevsky et al. was not filed until after Applicants completed 
their invention. Therefore, Kanevsky et al. is not prior art and cannot be the basis of a 
rejection. The rejection has been overcome and the claims should be allowed. 

Referring more specifically to the issues raised regarding the Declaration, defining 
attributes of data items was shown in Ex. H. Dialog boxes for data items are displayed. A 
user may enter attributes for a data item using the dialog boxes of Ex. H produced by the 
program created by Applicants prior to the filing date of Kanevsky et al. Defining attributes 
of a relationship was made possible in Applicants' invention as shown in Ex. J. Applicants 
respectfully submit that as set forth in the Supplemental Declaration their invention had been 
reduced to practice prior to Kanevsky et al.'s filing date. 
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For the foregoing reasons, Applicants submit that all claims pending in the 
application are patentable over the art of record and early notice to the effect is respectfully 
solicited.
